REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Claims 1 through 24 are pending in this application. 

The Office Action asserts that an election of a single invention Is required, as 
defined by: 

Group I, Claims 1-12, drawn to a hair composition and 
Group II, Claims 13-24, drawn to a method of treating hair. 

Applicants elect to prosecute Claims 13-24 of Group II. Accordingly. Claims 1-13 
(Group I) have been withdrawn without prejudice. 

Regarding Election of Species, Applicant elects the species polyglyceryl-3-laurate. 

The specification and claims have been amended to correct a typographical error in the 
spelling of this elected species from polyglycerol-3-laurate to polyglyceryl-3-laurate. In 
this regard attached Is page 1819 of the International Cosmetic Ingredient Dictionary 
and Handbook, Vol. 2 (11 th Edition, 2005) ("INCI"), which identified the polyglyceryl-3- 
laurate species as the ester of lauric acid and polyglycerin-3. Also attached Is INCI 
page 1 807, which shows that there are no entries for a "Polyglycerol" compound 
including polyglycerol-3-laurate. Applicant also attached the product specification sheet 
fo Hydramol™ TGL Ester manufactured by Noveon. Inc. which material is polyglyceryl- 
3-laurate. Hydramol™ TGL is identified at page 9 of the Specification, paragraph 
bridging from page 8. [Note that Scher Chemical. Inc. was acquired by Noveon. See 
attached.] 

In light of the above, Applicant submits that no new matter has been added by way of 
this amendment. 

Applicant has also made a minor correction to Claim 17.
